LAW INTELLIGENCE. 
High Court of Delegates, London, April 18. 


WESTMEATH 0. WESTMEATH. 
This was originally a cause of restitution of 
conjugal rights promoted in the Consistory 
Court of London by the Marquis of Westmeath 
against the Marchioness of Westmeath. It came 
before the Judge of that Court, Sir Christopher 
Robinson, in 1825, who, after having heard it 
argued during four terms, pronounced an inter- 
locutory decree in 1826, assigning the Marchio- 
ness to return home to her husband, and restore 
to him conjugal rights, inasmuch as she had 
failed in proof of her allegations of cruelty and 
adultery. From this decree the Marchioness 
appealed'to the Arches Court of Mego im 
The cause came on for hearing before Sir John 
Nicholl. in February, 1827, who, having heard 
the arguments on both sides, pronounced for the 
appeal, and decreed the Marchioness of West- 
meath from bed, board, and cohabitation, or, to 
use the technical phrase, a mensa et thoro with 





of the appeal, as well as those in the first in- 
stance, except so much as was incurred ia the 
charge of ns From this sentence an. ap- 
peal, was made by the Marquis to the High 
Court of Delegates, which came on to be hoard 
on the 18th instant before Mr. Justice Bayley, 
Mr. Justice Park, of the Common Pleas, Baron 
Garrow, Drs. Arnold, Coo e, Burnaby, Daubeny, 
Dodson, and Picard. The respondent’s cage 
was first gone into, and Sir Charles Wetherell, 
Dr. Lushington, Mr. Adam, and Dr. Adams were 
successively heard in support of the judgment.— 
The King’s Advocate-General, Mr. Denman, 
Dr. Phillimore, and Mr. .Brederick for the ap- 
pellant. The following evidence was recited 
during the argument, being extracts from letters 
written By the Marchioness of Westmeath to 
the Marquis in 1817:— 

“« My dear Nus, * * ° * * Pigive 
you a few instances of your attachment to me'.—You 
first took me away from ail my friends, and shut me ap 
in an obscure corner of the world. without liorses or ser- 
vants.

A dictum of Lord Eldon‘s on the case being 
argued in the House of Lords, was cited to this 
effect:—‘* That he had considerable doubts re- 
specting the soundness of Sir John Nicholl’s 
judgment, and that he thought that in the Court 
of Delegates the case might be so far recon- 
sidered as to sustain the decree of Sir Christo- 
pher Robinson.’’ 

Mr. Justice Park thought it very improper in 
Lord Eldon to say any thing on the subject; the 
case was important enough in having Sir Chris- 
topher Robinson and Sir John Nicholl opposed 
to each other, without introducing the extra- 
judicial opinion of any other person. 

When the case was before the Lord Chancel- 
lor, Sir Charles Wetherell appeared for Lord 
Westmeath, when (it was now represented) he 
had said, ‘* that Sir John Nicholl should be im- 
peached for such a partial judgment.’’ As he 
was now supporting the judgment, this excited 
considerable laughter in Court. 

On behalf of the Marchioness it was contend- 
ed, that her condonation of the Marquis’s cruelty 
was only conditional; that the parties had 
executed a deed in 1817, to the effect that she 
should have a separate income in case that she 
should again experience ill-usage from him; that 
he bad kicked her in the side when she was far 
gone with child, and that after having made the 
most solemn pledge of good behaviour towards 
her, he ina few days afterwards renewed his 
violence, which evinced an unconquerable tem- 

r. 
The Court was occupied from ten to four 
o’clock from Monday to Thursday inclusive, in 
hearing the arguments on both sides. It did not 
sit on Friday. On Saturday Sit C. Wetherell 
and Dr. Lushington were heard in reply, when 
the Judges, having deliberated for an hour anda 
quarter, affirmed the decree of the Arches Court.

TAM O’SHANTER AND SOUTER JOHNNY. 

We were favored on Saturday with a pri- 
vate view—previous to its opening for pblic in- 
spection to-day—of this very delightful per- 
formance, which as regards character has more 
promise about it than any thing we have remem- 
bered for years. It consists of two figures, 
Souter John and Tam O'Shanter, both of whom 
are represented seated beside each other with a 
flowing cup in their hands, laughing heartily un- 
der the influence, no doubt, of the spirit-stirring 
liquor, and verifyingjn their person and appear- 
ance, the truth of Burns’ favorite ad in that 
immortal poem from which Mr. Thom has taken 
bis idea of the present performance.

Tam O'Shanter, who ig the leat to our liki 
of the two Ggures pA ie pete ln no 
from his seat; Hie hand is placed on one arm of 
his chair, and the other holds the eup out of 
which he is going to drink his ‘pafting toast. 
The great defect we find in this figure is its lank 
Quixotic appearance; the laugh bas an air of be- 
ing forced, and looks too convulsive to be real. 
The ease, however, of its attitude is inimitable, 
more especially as regards the ‘hand which is 
fixed on the arm) of the chair for the purpose 
of lifting up Tam. The other figure, Souter 
Johnny, is, we have no hesitation in saying it, 
by far the most promising we have ever seen. 
Though carved out of hard stone, it has all the 
suppleness and elasticity of real fiesh and blood. 
The eye of the jolly toper laughs in its own quiet, 
racy, comic expression; the mouth is speak- 
ing a jest; the double chin telis eloquently of 
happiness and good cheer; and even the easy 
negligent fold of the cravat has its own charac- 
teristic expression. We understand this is Mr. 
Thoin’s first attempt at sculpture; if so we can as- 
sure him that he has gained in his very first-ef- 
forts what others have scarcely succeeded in, 
after years of painful and elaborate study. No- 
thing we know of in modern art can exceed the 
amazing ease, spirit, and nature of the incompa- 
rable figure of Souter Johnny. It is one of those 
speaking performances that tell their tale at 
first sight. It isthe real Je veritable Amphy- 
trion,—and we know not that we can give it 
higher ptaise. We have no doubt that it will 
become eminently popular.—The artist, Mr. 
Thom, is, we u nd, a native of the North, 
and is now in his 26th year, He was bred to 
the use of the chisel, in the humblest purpose 
of its application, as a plain stone-mason. He 
had,*at an early stage of life, acquired a taste 
for the ornamental departments of his profession, 
and displayed great ability in chapiters, decora- 
tions of the diflerent orders, and such pieces as 
chance threw in: his way, and he had the 
fortine to attract the attention of Mr. Auld, of 
Ayr, who with a discrimination which redounds 
greatly to his credit, instigated him to extend 
his éfforts, and attempt @ figure. .. For this pur- 
pose, as marble was not so easily procured, a 
more rustic fabric was procured for the young 
rusti¢ artist, in a capacious block of stone from 
Brockhill quarry, on the estate of Mr. Oswald, 
of Auchineruve, Ayrshire. Thus originated the 
present figure of Tam O’Sbanter; and the suc- 
cess of the first attempt induced the production 
of Tem’s companion, Souter Johnny, t. ¢. Shoe- 
maker Johnny.

debt, which would be redeemable on the Ist of 
July, 1887, amounted to $3,443,500, and the 
amount redeemable on the Ist of July, 1845, to 
$3,879,655 99—making in the whole upwaids 
of seven millions. In the mean time the surplus 
income of the Canal Fund exceeds annually the 
cost of the repairs and other expenses of the ca- 
nals, including the interest of the Canal debt. 
In 1827, this surplus income, by an estimate in 
the pamphlet of Mr. Tibbits, exceeded 600,000 
dollars. He thinks that this may be taken as 
a safe average for future years. ‘The question is, 
what shall be done with the sums thus annually 
accumulating, until the debt to which they are 
finally to be applied becomes due. It cannot be 
applied to redeeming the canal debt by anticipa- 
tion, but at a sacrifice—since the canal stock 
has always been above par. An act passed in 
1826, directed that the revenue’ of the 
canal fand be invested in stock of the United 
States, or any public stock created by the cities 
of New York and Albany. A part of it was vest- 
ed accordingly in $100,000 of U. 8. stock, but 
was shortly afterwards redeemed. At preseot 
there is vested of the surplus revenue in the 
Hudson and Delaware Canal Company, $219,- 
$53 25—in the Neversink Navigation Company 
$100,000—due from the Cayuga and Seneca 
Canal Fund, for temporary advances, $63,957- 
&86—lent to the Corporation of the city of Alba- 
ny, $150,000—deposited in the New York State 
and Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Bank, $827,- 
484 84—amounting in the whole to $770,891- 
95. This, together with the annual additions of 
$600,000 surplus revenue after the lst of July 
next, will amount on the Ist of July, 1837, to 
$5,570,895 95; exceeding by more than two mil- 
lions the debt then redeemable: and this, even 
supposing it to remain idle and unproductive in 
the Treasury. Invested in U. 8. stock at 4 per 
cent. the excess over the debt at that period 
would amount to another million. Invested at 
6 per cent. it would amount to nearly enough to 
pay the whole of the canal debt. 





An article, in the latest number of the 
Lonpon QuarTERLY Review, on the state 
and prospects of Great Brrrary, contains 

the annexed passage on the progress of 
other Eurorrax countries in many of the 

useful arts. ‘The facts have evidently been 
collected with great labour, and, as the 
writer’s object is to show his countrymen 
how numerous and formidable their rivals 

have become—not to boast, as was once 
the customs that no rival is to be feared— 
his statements are probably accurate:—* To 
impress more strongly upon the mind than 
can be done by general expressions, the 
progress which other countries are making 
in improvement, we shall specify a few facts 
which are within our own knowledge, and 
which, in case it were necessary, might easi- 
ly be amplified. Sugar refineries have 
within a recent period been established to a 
great extent at Trieste, Petersburg, Ham- 
burg, and Gottenburg. At Motala, near 
Orebro, in Sweden, there is perhaps the 
largest establishment in existence, for all 
sorts of implements in steel and iron. The 
manufacture of muskets and fowling-pieces 
has lately been greatly improved in Germa- 
ny, and particularly at Hirschfeld in Hano- 
ver. Admirable travelling carriages of all 
sorts, both in point.of elegance and durabi- 
lity, are built at Brussels, Berlin and Vien- 
na. The glass manufactories in France, 
at St. Quentin, St. Gabin, Comentry, and 
Premontre, in the department of the Aisne, 
are all in the most flourishing condition; and 
glass is made at Munich of so superior a 
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quality to aty 


enews in this country, that 
the Bavarians have deprived us of ® 
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steel ornaments made at Perlia have now 
becom: a valuable und extending branch of 
commerce. ‘The -otmost attention is paid 
to the improvement of wool, throughout 
France, Austria, Saxony, Holstein, and some 
other parts of Denmark. The woollen ma- 
nufactures established in Moravia, Saxony, 
and Silesia, and. the Low Countries, are in- 
creasing; and in addition to those which 
have long been seated at Sedan, Elbcuf, 
and Louviers in France, they have now 
been introduced at Carcassore, Castros, 
and Lodeve, in the South, and at Bour- 
ges, and Chateauroux in the centre.-— 
A determined and successful degree of anx- 
iety to improve the breed of horses has 
manifested itself in Prussia, Russia, and 
France. The quantity of lead now raised 
annually, near Almoria, in Spain, is a little 
more than half of what is raised annually in 
this country, though a short time ago we 
nearly supplied the whole of Europe. The 
manufactures of iron and steel, which are 
flourishing in France, are prospering still 
more at Liege, which has become the Bir- 
mingham of the Low Countries, as Ghent 
is their Manchester and Glasgow. “The 
other manufactures of France and Belgium, 
which some of our manufacturers ignorantly 
ridiculed at the conclusion of the peace of 
1815, have increased tenfold in ten years. 
They are now firmly fixed at Etberfeld, near 
Dusseldorf, and rapidly extending them- 
selves in the Piussian Rhenish proviaces.— 
The silk trade of France, which used to be 
confined to Lyons, hos now spread its rami- 
fications to Avignon, Nismes, and Tours, 
and its annual value amounts to six millions 
sterling. In Switzerland the silk trade is 
carried on toan extent of which few people 
in England are aware. . There are in Zu- 
rich and its neighbourhood alone between 
twelve and thirteen thousand looms, while 
at Lyons, they amounted only to between 
twenty-eight and thirty thousand. It is also 
established at Arace, Basle, and several 
other places. In the Prussian Rhenish 
provinces, it is spreading through Mentz, 
through all the towns and villages along the 
Rhine, and is carried to a great extent at 
Dusseldorf and Elberfeld, but particularly at 
Creveld, where it is conducted with great 
capital and great spirit. Indeed the quan- 
tities of silk smuggled and imported from 
that quarter, form a serious subject of com- 
plaint with our own manufacturers. All 
sorts of household furniture are nowmade ex- 
tremely beautiful; in most large towns 
throughout the continent. Exhibitions of 
works of genius and industry are eyery 
where encouraged, especially at Pcters- 
burg, Berlin, Brussels, Paris, Munich, Stut- 

gard and Vienna. Societies for the collec- 
tion and elucidation of northern histories and 
antiquities have recently been established in 
the capitals of Denmark and Sweden. Two 

Universities have been founded by the king 
of the Netherlands at Ghent and Liege: and 
two more by the king of Prussia, one at 
Bonn, and the other at Berlin, the last of 
which has, within a few years, acquired per- 
haps a higher reputation than any other in 
the north of Europe. And last, though not 
least in importance, steam engine machine- 
ry has, a few months ago, been sent out to 
Calcutta, for spinning and weaving cotton, 
which will be worked by a light kind of 
coal at 20s. a ton, from the inexhaustibie 
mines of the Burdwan, and thus a decided 
step has been taken to restore every branch 
of the cotton trade to the Hindoos, and to 
cut off from us the almost unbounded mar- 
ket which was opening to our view in Hin- 
dostan and the Indian Archipelago. From 
one end of Europe to the other, the utmost 
activity prevails. The ablest, practical and 
scientific men travel on their own account, 
or are sent out at the expense of their re- 
spective governments. English artists are 
daily invited to settle abroad; and foreign- 
ers reside here until they are able to cary 
off completely the mysteries of their trades 
and professions. In this state of things our 
statesmen cannot keep too steadfastly in 
view the peculiarity of our situation, observe 
with too much vigilance the policy and pro- 
ceedings of our neighbours, or set too strict 
a watch upon theirown words and actions. 
In no other way than by extending the most 
enlightened and unremitting care and super- 
intendence to every member of our empire, 
can they long preserve the integrity and 
stability of the system.”

A wonderful instance of precocious genius, in 
the person of Si1aismunp Baron Von Praun, 
is thus noticed in the Lonnon Litgrary Ga- 
zetrse:—* This youth, who is distinguished for 
his early and very extraordinary proficiency in 
the arts and sciences, was born at Tyrnau, in 
Hungary, on the first of June, 1811, where his 
father resided, as Colonel in the Austrian ser- 
vice. In his second year he was able not qnly 
to read with fluency, but to give a connected 
sketch of the history of the world. On the 1Ith 
of November, 1813, (being then 29 months 
old,) he was admitted into the second claas of 
the Gymnasium at that place: and at the exa- 
mination of the 26th of August, 1814, he re- 
ceived the first prize for German reading and 
writing, the Hungarian language, the catechism 
and drawing, in preference to 70 scholars, who 
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were much older than himself Ai the public 

examination on the 17th of March, 1315, beimg 

three years and nine months old, he received 

‘the seme honors for the Latin and Arithmetic. 

| But the most extraordinary was his astonishing 
‘proficiency in music. In his third year he mfade 
himeelf perfectly master of the violin; and at 
the last-menijoned. examination, he performed 
on this most difficult instrument a composition 
hby Pleyel, with universal applause; « year after 
he gave his second concert before Prince 
Schwartzenburg, and the principal Hungarian 
nobility; and from this moment the fame of this 
prodigy spread itself over Europe. In the sum- 
mer of 1816, he gave several concerts at Vien- 
na, and presented a great part of his receipts to 
the Invalid Fund, for which the Emperor honor- 
ed him with the order of Civil Merit. In 1817, 
the commencement of his 6th year, he began 
his professional tour, passed through Italy in a 
kind of tri.mph, and received from the Duch- 
ess of Parma the Order of Constantine, from 
the Pope the Golden Spurs and the Order of St. 
John Lateran, was created Palsgrave, and re- 
warded with a golden medal and a very flatter- 
ing diploma by the Royal Academy, before 
which he had exhibited with much eclat his pro- 
ficiency in the sciences. In his thirteenth year 
he completed his legal studies, and received 18 
Royal honorary diplomas from Italy, Austria, 
France, and the Netherlands.—He had scarcely 
attained his 15th year, when he had already ac- 
quired the reputation of one of the first violin 
players, and was the author of several works, 
among which a beautiful manuscript in seven 
languages excited great attention. His high re- 
putation increased with his subsequent tours 
through Italy, Austria, Holland, France and 
Germany, of which a longer detail would be se- 
perfluous here, as the accounts published in the 
journals of the countries. which he visited can- 
not be forgotten by the public. He is at pre- 
sent at Nuremburg, and will next visit Berlin.’’ 





On Tuesday, the case of Dr. Watxtxs 
came before the Circuit Court of the United 
States for Washington county, D. C. on a 
general demurrer to the indictments. Messrs. 
‘Tnomas Swann and Franew S. Key ap- 
peared for the United States, and Watrsr 
Joxrs and Ricuarp S, Coxx for the ac- 
cused. A sketch of Mr. Jones’ argument 
fills something more than a column in the 
NationaL INTELLIGENCER of yesterday. 
He contended that, if every thing charged 
were true, a civil action alone would lie; 
and that, though many cases of misappro- 
priation of money, by public officers, had 
occurred in the General and State Govern- 
ments, this was the first instance of an in- 
dictment. Embezzlement of public money, 
he said, was not the subject of criminal ju- 
dicature, unless made so by statute; except 
when effected by means tending to work a 
general public evil, as by forgery, fulse 
weights, &c. Mr. J. also contended that 
the allegations in the indictments were re- 
pugnant to each other, and comprised no 
definite intelligible charge. 

Mr. Swann was to follow; but the hour 
of adjournment had arrived. 

Mr. Coxe gave notice that, this being a 
prosecution at Common Law, he should 
contend “ that there cannot be such an of- 
fence as one against the United States under 
the Common Law; that there is no Crimi- 
nal Common Law of the United States.” 
We extract the following from the report:— 


One of these indictments charges that the 
said Tobias Watkins, being at the time Fourth 
Auditor of the Treasury of the United States, 
** and being an evil-disposed person, and desiring 
and intending fraudulently and unjustly to ob- 
tain and acquire for himself, and for his own pri- 
vate use, divers sums of money of the United 
States, with force and arms, &e. falsely and 
fraudulently wrote and addressed and caused to 
be cent toa certain J. K. Paulding, then a Navy 
Agent of the United States at the City of New 
York, a letter, &c. and made and executed a 
draft on the said J. K. Paulding, Navy Agent, 
as aforesaid, &c. and received therefore (from a 
broker) five hundred dollars, and dis d 
of the said money for his own use.”” There 
are other recitations of particulars, and of 
other like transactions in the _ indictment 
(part of which were with Mr. Harris, Navy 
Agent at Boston) which concludes with 
the general avertment that the several papers 
referred to were, and each of them, written, 
drawn, &c. ‘‘without any authority therefore, 
and not for, or on account of the public ser- 
vice, but for the private gain and benefit of the 
said Tobias Watkins, and with intent to defraud 
the said United State, and as false pretences to 
enable him to obtain for his own use and benefit 
the said [sums of money] and that by means of 
the said several false pretences the said Tobias 
Watkins did, at the time and times aforesaid, 
defraud the said United States, of the said 
sums,’’ and ‘‘dispose of the same to his own 
use and benefit, to the great damage of the 
United States, and against the peace and go- 
vernment thereof.’’

AUTOGRAPHS. 

We have before us a considerable number of 
autographs, and on a few of these we propose to 
make some brief observations. 

Here is a long letter of Voltaire. How regu- 
lar, how clear, how careful, with how few marks 
of individuality of character! Here is scarcely 
a trace of imagination or of feeling; no hur- 
rying earnestness, scarcely a single letter com- 
pletely and roundly formed, and a sort of con- 
temptuous dash or pigtail at the end of many of 
his words, full of scorn and impertinence. 

Heyne is in his writing exactly what he was 
in reality—firm, upright, formal, with some an- 
gularity and a good deal of eccentricity. Every 
word looks as if, in inditing it, he had overcome 
no less difficulties than those which beset his 
life. 

The next letter is Madame de Stael’s. The 
writing is hasty and irregular; and its imperfec- 
tion seems as if it proceeded from eagerness and 
carelessness, rather than from inability to exhi- 
bit her mind, or the want of any to exhibit.— 
There is throughout the penmanship a singular 
mixture of weakness and st h; and he must 
be a novice in billet-doux who does not perceive, 
at a glance, the warmth, boldness, and decision 
of her mind. 

Then we find a letter by Franklin in his 75th 
year. The hand is of a mercantile character, 
and as flowing, clerk-like, and complete as pos- 
sible. All is regular and formal; and there are 
in his dashes, flourishes, and spaces, abundant 
tokens of that personal vanity wherein Franklin 
was by no means deficient. 

A long letter of Christina of Sweden exhibits 
a very characteristic penmanship. The lines 
are crooked and irregular, and full of the marks 
of haste; the fetters large, dashing, angular, im- 
perfect, and ill-connected. The writing must 
strike every one as indicative of pretension, 
vanity, carelessness, and passion, and very 
meagre in feeling. 

._ Here are a few lines from the pen of the 
young Pretender, as weak ang full of failure as 
is hfe. 

Next, we have a letter of Robespierre, (a fel- 
low-townsman of Vidoceq, both were born at 
Arras,) and a more celebrated rascal than he.— 
In this writing we see but little attention to de- 
tails, and yet no openness or grandeur in the 
forms. Yet the execution is freer and better 
than the conception. There is no elegance any 
where, nothing like a flourish except at his own 
name. It would seem that he had no pleasure 
in beauty or ornament not connected directly 
with his own importance. Nothing can be con- 
ceived more opposite to boldness and exuberance 
of mind; and , ee the letter is very short, and 
not a public one, it contains several corrections 
of words, which indicate a certain study of ef- 
fect. One fancies the writing to be full of cun- 
ning and meanness. 

A few lines by Calvin are as bold, energetic, 
and decided as possible. Many of the letters 
are ill-conceived, but they are executed (like 
Servetus) with the utmost determination and 
vigour. It seems as if he had thought of no- 
thing but going right on to the end of his design, 
and stamping his name on it when completed; 
and the effect, though abundantly strong, is 
rough and hurried. There is no ornament what- 
ever. 

We have before us a few lines by Raphael, 
which are as peculiar and as beautiful in point 
of penmanship as could be expected from him, 
It is round, bold, clear, and graceful, and a feel- 
ing of the beautiful seems to have been present 
to him in the formation of every letter. 

Next is a letter of Sir Walter Scott, of which 
the hand-writing is chiefly remarkable for its 
manly and unpretending character. It bears the 
impress in every letter of a strong and well-de- 
veloped character. 

A long'letter from Queen Elizabeth to Henry 
IV. of France, is as flighty and complex in pen- 
manship as she was in mind. It displays consi- 
derable energy and great eagerness of character; 
bot much also of uncertainty, confusion, incon- 
sistency, and ostentation. 

We then find a MS. by Fenelon,—first page of 
* Telemaque.”” Most of our readers nust 
recollect with horror those weary words, 
“* Calypso ne pouvoit se consoler du depart 
d’Ulysse.’’ How often have they put us in need 
of consolation! How often have we thumbed 
them; how ofien, alas! drenched them with our 
sorrows! We can scarcely see them even in the 
hand-writing of Fenelon without a feeling of 
detestation. The writing, however, is fair and 
pleasant; rather feeble, indeed, and meagre, but 
clear, regular, and elegant.— Athenaeum.

ed he, “‘what's heniginat I care no more for it 
than that,”’ throwing his hat on the floor. 
“‘And as to confessing, if 1 were to confess, I 
could confess more than any man in the coun- 
try; but that would be splitting, and d—n me if 
I'll split.”’ So he apostrophized daily and hour- 
ly until his last of existence, evincing a 
perfect con death, and a brutal igno- 
rance and disregard for futurity. On Friday 
morning he made a hearty , eating a 
pound and a half of Beef-steaks; after which 
he asked for a pint of ale, but that was not 
allowed him. The same spirit which he had 
displayed all along, was evinced by him to the 
last moment of his existence. A few minutes 
before twelve o’clock he was led forth to the 
new drop for execution. He walked as upright 
as he could, being encumbered with fetters 
weighing two stone, with which it was @ecessa- 
ry to bind his limbs, as he had resolutely 
threatened to murder any person who laid hands 
on him for the p of performing the last 
offices of offended justice.—Having mounted the 
platform, he bowed to the multitude with an air 
of effrontery. The executioner, who had been 
sent from Newgate for the purpose, then ar- 
ranged the cord, and drew the cap over the 
head of this victim of his own depravity. The 
bolt was drawn and the villain died as he had 
lived, hardened, impenitent, and unfeeling. 
The only prayer or exclamation he was heard to 
utter, were the words ‘‘Lord help me,’’ which 
he whispered twice when under the drop, appa- 
rently anxious to conceal this token of sympa- 
thy, or sense of rectitude. The other culprit, 
George Wingfield, was immediately afterwards 
executed on a temporary scaffold, erected for 
the purpose, above the city session house. 
The crime for which he suffered was highway 
robbery, and on the rope being adjusted, he ex- 
horted the assembled populace to take warning 
by hisend. He said he died in peace with all 
mankind, and prayed to God to bless all pre- 
sent.
